The annual meeting of Vulcan Oils 
Limited was held in the Oddfellows' 
hall, Vulcan, on Friday the 28th in¬ 
stant at 10.3(1 o’clock a.nt.

world. If that policy is taken over by the League of Na¬ 
tions, it still remains true that British armaments are the 
essential and most effective means to sunpOrES^hat policy. 
With Great Britain disarmed, what virtue, whkt author-' 
i,tjy, what influence remains with Geneva!? For this reason 
fervent support of the League should imply fervent sup¬ 
port of our design, seeing that the fc^et guarantee of 
peace lies in the strength of this counlry to Maintain 
peace; and that the greatest danger ofTwar lies in the im¬ 
potence of this country to forbid it. J 

* “The reason which led Sir Samuel IJoare to embrace 
terms of peace lay in his perception that by the neglect 
of her armaments there was no adequate power in his 
country behind him. Not only in the actual strength ol 
navy, army and air force, but in all that pertains to de¬ 
fence, reserves of munitions, power of replacement, up¬ 
keep of. auxiliary services—over all these things neglect 
had so long maintained its undisputed sway that the crisis 
in the Mediterranean found us unprepared for the part 
we were called upon to play, still less for probable conse¬ 
quences. 

“Those who in these circumstances advised a pacific 
course are accused of timidity. Was it timidity to realize 
that promises of co-operation, to be of value, ought to be 
be followed by preparations? Owing to the rapidity of 
modern warfare, deadly blows might be struck, even by 
weak enemies, in the first three or four days of hostili¬ 
ties. Was it timidity-to recognize that our rash and unsup¬ 
ported intrusion might have brought us to war without 
either the reserv es or the munitions essential to the prose¬ 
cution. If ill informed clamor is to cease, the facts should 
be known. 

“And the facts are, that in all elements of military and 
naval power, we have sunk far below the limits of safe¬ 
ty and of prudence, and that we cannot hope to maintain 
either our own position in the world or the authority of 
Geneva unless we repair our' defences.

POOL PAYMENTS 


The announcement that the Federal government is go¬ 
ing to make up $6,000,000 for Wheat Pool farmers on the 
1930 payments, is received with mixed feelings by the 
Canadian people. Most people in the West are glad to 
see a proportion of this sum going to Pool farmers in 
their district.They rejoice with anyone who has a windfall 
and there are few who do not deserve windfalls these 
days. But many a farmer who was in exactly the same 
situation as the Pool farmer in 1930, is receiving no re¬ 
compense, simply because he sold through other agencies 
thaq the Pool. There is a lack of fairness in the payments 
that is not being overlooked by other .grain agencies. 
These are urging that equal treatment be extended to 
all western farmers, and that the minimum price princi¬ 
ple be extended to all the wheat crop of that year. There 
should be no-discrimination. 

If the government should yield to this request, it would 
mean a vastly greater expenditure on a crop of five years 
ago. And it is doubtful if such a move would pass the
